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Continuation of 3 and 11. NOTE: Applicant's amendments to the claims only shift limitations from dependent claim 4 to all of the 
independent claims. Therefore, the amendments to the claims do not materially reduce or simplify the issues for appeal since Applicant 
has merely shifted limitations. Further, Applicant asserts that the limitations contained in claim 4 distinguish the claims from the prior art 
since none of the references contain the limitations individually. Applicant cannot argue against references individually when the rejection 
is based on a combination of references. Here, Doeringer In view of Cheng in further view of Coile discloses multicasting a distribution 
message over a selected spanning tree. Annapareddy discloses using two different routing tables depending on whether a message is to 
be sent to another node in a group or to a node in another group. The combination of Doeringer in view of Cheng in futher view of Coile 
and Annapareddy discloses using different tables based on where the message is received from. Specifically, if a multicast distribution 
message is received from another node in the group, it is implicit, or at least obvious, that the multicast message would have been 
received by all nodes in that group (spanning tree eliminates multiple links between two nodes such that if the message Is received by 
one node in the group for distribution to the entire group then the message will not have been received by another node in the group for 
distribution to the entire group since this would result in multiple paths to the same node, in violation of the principles of a spanning tree). 
Therefore, if a node receives a multicast distribution message from another node in the same group, then the node should send the 
multicast message to a different group by using one of the routing tables. Likewise, if the multicast message is received from a node 
from another group, it is implicit, or at least obvious, that the multicast message would not have been received by the nodes in the same 
group. Therefore, if a node receives a multicast distribution message from a node in another group, then the node should send the 
multicast message to the other nodes in its group by using the other one of the routing tables. 
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
